Unhappily, reform in LIllincie today 
lacks the conspicuous personal leadership 
which has brought such striking results 
in some of our neighboring common- 
wealths. But to admit this is far from 
saying that substantial gains for good 
government cannot be made along the 
lines now formulating. Civic organiza- 
tions already concerned with ‘specific pro- ‘ 
grams are working with heightened inter- 
est and with better organization. The 
Legislative Voters’ league is strengthen- 
ing its organization. The Civil Service 
association is pushing its issue aggressive- 
ly, and there are nuclei of new civic or- 
ganizations in several places downstate 
which are likely to develop powerful local 
influences and cofrdinate. with other sim- 
ilar: associations along the principal lines 
of political reform. 

The most conspicuous new organisation 
has come into existence through the 
Peoria copference. The executive com- 
mittee or committee of seven appointed 
by this conference has begun a. definite 
and aggressive campaign in support of 
thé issues which’ the conference deter- 
mined after careful deliberation to press. 
They are the initiative and referendum 
for state legislation; a state wide merit 
system, and a corrupt practices act linit- 
ing expenditure of candidates and provid- 
ing for publicity of contributions. 

‘These three propositions the committee 
of seven is planning to fight for up and 
down the state. The first requisite is to, 
have them submitted to the people on the 
“little ballot.” at the November elections. 
To place them there a petition of more 
than a hundred thousand signatures must 
be —— the . 


the petition ‘does not involve tecessarily 
an approval of any of the propositions, 
It simply calls for the opportunity of oe» 
pressing an opinion for or against them 
at the coming election. 

Besides the “little ballot” petition the 
committee of seven proposes to ask 
pledges or expressions of opinion on these 
issues from legislative candidates, ard the 
Civil Service associations of the state and 
of Cook county will ask pledges pen 
merit law legislation. 

A still broader field is being covered 
meanwhile by the Legislative Voters’ 
league, which fs ‘asking candidates what 
they consider the most important lezgisla- 
tion required of the coming legislature. 
The replies thus far recelyed cover a 
wide range of subjects which only an ex- 
cessive optimism could hope to have dealt 
with satisfactorily by one legislature. 

Nevertheless, what is being accom- 
plished is an awakening of the popular 
purpose, It ie not an hysterical outburst, 
and save for the revelations of politica. 
corruption which now and then punctuate 
the course of events, there is hese 
dramatic about it.
